The candidate has shown a thorough understanding of the passage and 
has produced an articulate answer, which includes inference and 
supported details from the passage. Answers are well developed and 
coherent 


The candidate has clearly identified the reasons why William’s passion 
has received world wide attention, providing accurate and substantial 
detail from the passage, while at the same time answering the actual 
question, e.g. William discovered that the brightest stars corresponded 
with the location of the Mayan cities leading him to discover a new city 
“boca de fuego”. For E8 the candidate would need to show an 
understanding of how this idea explained why the Mayan’s would build 
their cities away from water, fertile and flat lands. 


The candidate has clearly answered the question, giving precise 
inferences supported by information from the passage, e.g. the 
candidate has inferred and explained how the monuments and statues 
in the aquatic museum are the artists statement on today’s society and 
placed to create an awareness of social issues such as the refugee 
crisis, technology and obesity.
